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1. Prior to 18 January 1.51, it was lesrned from border guard rersonnel and police 
in Seentrotthare (¥ 3/C lS) that the fence along the Hunparian-Austrian border 
would be i: proved in the apring of 1951. 


2. In December 1950, the Uurgarian-Yugoslav border in the Djurdjevae (f L/A 32) area 
was blocked by the high barhed-wi.c feaces, one on Hunjarian and one on Yugoslav 
territory. In addition, watchtovers with searchligrts were on the Tung arian 
side of the border. Serder ecatrol on the Yugoslav side wes perfunctorily 
performed by ENOJ persornel. Guard cetails of only 10 to 15 men vere stationed 
at larce intervals slong the border. The Yugoslav border ;uards were frequently 
fired on from the Hungarian side. 


30 ho refupess from Hungary have teen observed in the Djurdjevac area for a long 
tine, there was scarcely any illegal border traffic.
